Fnnkfort, Ky , Jan. Hi.— Three 
men are dead, one fatally wounded 
and two more seriously injured as the 
result of the battle between ex-Con 
gressman Colson and Lieut. Kthelbert 
Scott in the lobby ot the Capital 
Hotel this afternoon. 

The dead are Lieut. Ethelbert Scott 
of Somerset; Charles Julian, ot frank 
lin county, and L. W. Demaree, of 
Shelbyville. 

The wounded: Capt. Hen B. Gold, 
en of Barbourville, shot in the back, 
on right side; Harry M'Ewan, of 
Louisville, shot in right leg; Davi.i 
O. Colson, ahot through left arm. 

ACCtfUBI OK AN KYK WITNKSM. 

Mr. R. Lee Suter, of Louisville, 
was an eye-witness to the whole 
affair. 

"I was standing inside the office 
ratling ulkiug to some ladies," aaid 
be, "when tbe ahooting liecau. I 
rushed into tbe office proper, aud saw 
Colson and Scott witbiu a few feet ot 
each otber, each firing ot the other. 

"I aaw two bystanders drop to tbe 
floor, and then aaw Scott turu and 
Hee down the steps into tne baaemetit 
of the hotel. 

"Colaou was ten feet behind bim, 
with bis pistol gripped with both 
bauds. 

••He fired at Scott an J then pur- 
sued In in down the steps. 

••The tatai shot waa tired down 
there 1 think. 

"CoIsju returned to the hotel pro 
per and disappeared back in in the rear 
part of the hotel. 

"The trouble, I think, was an old 
one, aud had no connection with pol 
itica. No one else participated iu the 
battle. The other persons shot were 
innocent bystanders.

Colson surrendered to Officers 
Thompson and Robinsou and County

The shooting was preceded by no 
loud talking aud began without a 
moment's warning. There were pro 
bably 200 people in the hotel lobby 
at the time. 

It aeemed that the principals were 
trying to kill each other aud avoid 
wounding anybody else.

Ethelbert Scott, one of the princi- 
pals in tbe tragedy, waa a nephew ot 
former Governor Bradley, by whom" 
be was appointed as Lieuteuant in 
Col. Colson's regiment, (/'apt. Gold- 
en was also in tbe regiment at the 
time of the trouble between Colson 
and Scott at Anniston, Ala., last year, 
and, though a Scott sympathizer, left 
and come home in order to keep out 
ot the difficulty.

From the best information that can 
be g it from the many witnesses who 
saw the differeut parts of the battle, 
it is generally believed that shots 
from Colaou 'a pistol killed Scott, De- 
maree and Julian, aud that it was a 
stray shot trom his pistol that struck 
Golden.

The killing waa the result of a feud 
between UnW n and Scott, which 
grew up between them while they 
were in the volunteer army. Colaou 
waa Colonel of the Fourth Kentucky 
aud Scott waa a First Lieutenant. 
They fell out, and Col. Colaou sought 
to have Lieut Scott examined by a 
board of officers and discharged tor 
inefficiency. The members of the 
regimeut took aidea and those who 
favored Scott wore buttons bearing 
bis photograph. 

Immediately after the regiment waa 
mustered out o' service at Ann is tor, 
Als., Colkon ami Scott met in a rei- 
aurant in that city. Hot words [ass 
ed and Scott shot Colson, inflicting 
what was for a tune a serums wound.

To prohibit bathing in a nityle 0Mi« 
djfion jn a atream or pool iu view ol 
a cemetery 

A bill to amend the election law pr 
vides that the governor shall sppoii t 
two Stale Electiou Commissioners r*>n 
iiaineaj designates by tbe two perthi 
having polled the largest vote at lb. 
last preceding election for Slate I Hi 
ceis or presidential election, one Iron 
eich party. The Slate Board, iti 
urn, would appoiut two coiiniy emu 
uiaauioara from names designated h 
riling by ihe governing authority 
thy two political parties recoguiz-d b; 
neir respective State Committees s 
being tbe regular organization 0?a«i«i 
party iu said couuty, one from MCI 
party. Tne county commissioners hm 
to appoiut election officers for the vai 
ious precincts, one judge for -each 
party, aud one sheriff and clerk, the 
latter two officers to be alternated by 
precincts.

Seeing an aosount of tba road case 
before Junge Bocbestar in last week's 
issue, and hearing some of the facts 
in the case, and somewhat interested 
in the roads at a citizen of the county, 
I beg a apace for a few nmarka. It 
ia nothing but right and juat that 
every road overseer, road hand and in 
fact every taxpayer in the county 
should think about tbe matter before 
us. The county judge, attorney and 
magis tratea met in October, condensed 
the road law. and had'it publiihed at 
the county's expense, which they aay, 
6 days of eight hoars each shall con- 
stitute s road year. Bnt now tbe 
jury save put the reads in good condi- 
tion regard leaa ot time or cost. At 
least this was preotkally the verdict 
in this case last wank, of a fourth 
class road, which cant the county 178 
and the neighborhood 18 daya work. 

Then being at present 295 over- 
seers in the county, if each would do 
tbe tame (and they have a perfect 
right according to the verdict) it 
would coat the county 822.890 a year, 
calculating on the lowest grade road 
This is a sum far superior to any 
appropriation ever made 9> should be 
mada by any county board. 

This case not only annuls the lata 
road law, bnt gives the overseers all 
tbe lime their ambitious spirita may 
deain it it takes 60 daya, which 
leaves tbe county finance ia the over- 
seer's hands and no one can hinder.

the pulp becomes soft a poultice 
of uny desired Consistency can bo 
made by varying the quantity of the 
water. P.y using hot waterthc result- 
ing |ioultice will retain its In at and 
moi jure much lunger than a similar 
poultice made of bread orllaxM i d. Of 
Mnrsc, antiseptic drugs soluble in wa- 
ter may be dissolved in the water in 
which the pulp is to he soaked, as (he 
pulp itself is unaffected by most drugs. 
When dry the pulp will absorb both 
oil* and fats. This is particularly 
valuable, a* it can be used as an emol- 
lient and antiseptic substitute for 
falw s, etc., on lint as a surgical df«ss> 
inir. Wood pulp can be molded when 
moist, 10 thai it can be used asa splint, 
owing to the fact that it drifts very 
hard. When kept slightly wet with 
an antiseptic solution, the pulp re- 
mains soft and can be n«ed a* an ab- 
sorbent dressing. Crude wood pulp 
can be sterilized by heating in an or- 
dinary sterilizer. If the heat i* in- 
creased so that the surface i* charged, 
it will acl ai a deodorizing dressing. 
Poultices df srood pulp are far supe- 
rior to flaxseed, and being perfectly 
stable do not deteriorate in any eli- 
tuate, and owing to it* small OOsnpase 
a considerable supply can be carried. 
Should it become wet. it can be dried 
in an ordinary -love, it i* un ideal 
material for the country practitioner, 
being always the same, insuring uni- 
form result*. A *heet four feet square 
cost* only about IS or 20 mm.

It ia estimated that an ordinary 
apple crop removes from an acre ol 
Mil about SO pounds of nitrogen, «.0 
pounds of phosphoric acid and 75 
pounds of potash. When clover ia grown 
In the orcbaid the land Is benefited by 
having its proportion of nitrogen In 
crensed. but it will gain nothing in 
mineral matter. The land devoted to 
apples should receive fertilizer or ma 
nurc every year, and when there is a 
heuvv ciop of apples In sight the fruit 
shouid be thiuuedoutlntheearlystsges 
of growth— Kural World.

In the pursuit of his avocation as a 
lawyer, and a successful one too, ' 'Hie 
James went down to Paducah the 
other day to attend to some business 
with which he bad been entrusted 
and his presence in the metropolis o:

The New" York Independent is 
about the only paper in the country 
that makes it a point to keep posted 
' on the statistics of church member-

| mary of its figures, and as the condi 
J tion of the church is a pretty safe 
, index to the forward or backward 
t movement of civilization, these tig

. are interesting. In 1M9 there were 
I 27.710.004 church members in the 

f country, and 187,703 churches, with 
153,901 preachers. The increase in 
j membership during -the year was but 
I 1 per cent, showing that the assertions 
I of many ministers that this is a time 
I of spiritual dirth is not without some 
4 foundation. While the membership 
j increased only 1 per cent, the number 
I of ministers increased 3 per cent, only 
421 churches were added. According 
to these tables the Congregationalism 
i are gaining fastest, while the Unita- 
rians are not gaining at all, snd the 
Univanaliste are said to have fallen 
off over 3 per cent. 



The law-makers, when they framed 
and passed an election law after the 

adoption of the new constitution, and 
the governor— then John Y. uny 
Brown — when he signed the bill, were 
aware of the fact that conditions mi 
ght arise out of which would spiing a 
c mtest for the office of Governor and 
Lieutenant Governor. To meet such 
a contingency provisions were made 
tor hearing all contending parties and 
eettling the contest. These provisions 
are practically the same today as they 
were when the bill passed by the 
"long parliament" became the law ot 
the commonwealth; the only change 
wrought by what is known as the Goe 
bel electiun law in a contest of this 
kind waa the taking of the decision 
from the committee chosen to bear 
the contest and vesting it in the 
hands ot the 138 men constituting 
both branches of the legislature. As 
was foreseen a contest has arisen, and 
the only thing to do is to settle the 
contest according to the law, the 
effective provisions of which were 
adopted long before either the present 
contestant and contestee were thouglt 
of as candidates tor governor. Why 
an investigation of the claims and 
counter claims of the two men con- 
tending for the highest office in the 
gift of the people, according to law 
and in a lawful manner, should arouse 
threats of bloodshed and revolution, 
we are unable to comprehend, espe- 
cially as thev come from Kentuckiaos, 
and Kentuckians have always been 
noted for their disposition to get at 
the facte in the case before awardirg 
the prize. All sides, it we are true to 
the traditions of our fathers, should 
court the fullest investigation. Chai- 
ges of frauds of various kinds a e 
made by both parties, usurpation < I 
power is alleged; every patriot in 
every party should cast aaide bis par- 
tisanship, which surrounds and envel- 
ops us |all to a greater or less exten', 
for the nounce, and not only court, 
but demand an investigation of these 
charges. We owe this to the pub ic 
weal, for the swiftest and most effec 
tive remedy for such public wrongs, 
if tbey exist, is publicity. If Mr. 
Goebel be the bad man his enemies 
write him down, let his tricks be ex- 
po* ed. If Mr. Taylor comes by th" 
oflice he holds unfairly, if his titb 
thereto be not good, let it be n ad 
known to the public in unmistak- 
able light. We may enact election 
laws till the crack of doom, but the 
wisest hands that may pen laws uni.l 
that catastrophe engulfs us all. can 
not as effectively rid the country of 
the election debaucbe as complete ex- 
posure will.

SCALE INSECTS. 



Tr.t. .i.h.n.., Masftesrft sioi* 

m**l.t. Writ** < ,>n, .rnl*i Th*»i. 

There is no group of Insect*, of 
greater Importance to horticulture to- 
day than that family which includes 
tli.- creatures popularly known as coe- 
clds, baric lice or scale insects. They 
are to the horticulturist In many locali- 
ties what the chinch bug is to the agri- 
culturist In the Central West. There 
la scarcely a shrub or tree that la not 
subject to their attacks, and in many 
places extensive orchards have been 
ruined by them. The minute size of 
the creatures, the difficulty of destroy- 
ing tliem, and their wonderful repro- 
ductive powers all comhlue to make 
them the moat formidable of the pests 
of our orchards. Notwithstanding the 
great Importance of these Insects very 
little attention was given tbeiu until 
after the discovery of the San .lose 
acale in the Bast In 1808. It is not an 
uncommon occurence to find oranges, 
lemons, pears, apples and other fruits 
In our local markets covered with 
scale insects. 

The mere oresence of these pests up- 
on the fruit Is ample evidence that the 
tree from which it came was attacked 
by the same iusidious creatures, sap- 
ping Its life and vigor, thus depriving 
the fruit of the element* so requisite 
for its development and perfection. 
Fruits of whatever kind from badly 
Infested trees are always Inferior In 
quality, stunted In growth aud as a 
general rule unfit for the market. 
Yet they are scrn|>ed, rubbed and pol- 
ished by the sturdy old farmer, who 
honestly thiuks he is restoring what 
Insects and disease have destroyed, 
and takes them to market as the "best 
In the world." It Is hard to tell who 
has committed the greater sin, the 
humble honest farmer, who so skilful- 
ly plated his fruits with iroltl, or the 
straightforward, upright silver-tongued 
tree agent who tovered up insects and 
disease with the same precious metal 
when he sold his stock. 

At the present time the nurserymen 
and the fruit growers are confronted 
by a condition of affairs far more seri- 
ous than anything that has yet arisen 
In the development and extension of 
the horticultural interests of the tnlt- 
ed States aud all on account of that no- 
torious little creature the San Jose 
scale. 

And I must conTr^s that a great deal 
of nonsense has been written and pub- 
lished about it. While the San Jose 
scale Is, without doubt, the most per- 
nicious orchard pest established on 
American soil It need not ruin our nuts- 
try Interests and run fruit growers out 
of business. Less talk, fewer sensa- 
tional articles and more work on the 
part of nurserymen and fruit growers 
and the San Jose scale can be con- 
trolled In any locality. By putting In- 
to effect a carefully formulated law and 
Insisting upon Its execution we no 
looser fear the Snn Jose scale In Mary- 
land. By locating all the Infested or- 
chards, destroying all the badly infest- 
ed trees, aud treating all suspicious 
ones with hydrocyanic acid gas, 
whale oil soap or kerosene diluted with 
water from Ho to . r <0 per cent, we have 
reduced the scale In this State to the 
minimum. We inspect at first once a 
season all suspicious orchards, and of- 
tancr if the Interests warrant It. By 
this system we know at all tiniea the 
eaiict condition prevailing In our or- 
chards, and can follow up accordingly 
auy section that needs Immediate at- 
tention. Prof. W. ti. Johnston. State 
Entomologist of Maryland.

The willow is especially adapt 
ed as it is extremely flexible and ear 
he made ro assume any shape re- 
quired A stout pole or rod forms tin 
necessary support for Xo. 1. Plant 
the willows firmly in a circular form 
a foot or more from the base of sup 
port, spacing evenly; then court nt 
them at the top hy a stout cord, or a 
ring of wire may be slipped over them 
so as to keep the wands In place. Such 
a frame will AVjouod quite ornamen- 
tal. and Is substantial, and will stand 
the test of winds and storm, as found 
by actual experience.
